By RICHARD J. MALOY 
News’ Washington Bu reau 
WASHINGTON — There is no 
p roof that sp ending more mon­ 
ey on schools imp rov es stu dent 
learning, a major new Federal 
stu dy has conclu ded. 
Findings of the landmark stu ­ 
dy come as a bombshell for 
p arents and teachers who hav e 
been fighting for y ears for high­ 
er local school bu dgets to giv e 
k ids a better edu cation. 
Au thors of the stu dy said they 
cou ld find no p roof that long 
sou ght goals; su ch as smaller 
class sizes and more ex p erienc­ 
ed teachers with adv anced de­ 
grees; hav e an effect on what 
a p u p il learns in elementary 
and secondary school.

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. mili­

that American fighter-bombers 
and gu nship s made one of the 
most su ccessfu l raids of the 
war against the Ho Chi Minh 
su p p ly trail in Laos two nights 
ago, triggering 800 secondary 
ex p losions and 600 fires. 
Sou rces said the American 
p lanes ap p arently hit p ay dirt 
against large-sized su p p ly de­ 
p ots, 
sending u p large 
q u an­ 
tities of ammu nition and fu el 
in flames. 
At the same time, the 7 tly 
Force confirmed 
repo rts/ 
s e v e r a l 
North V ie tna m ^ 
tank s had been k nock ed ou t in 
Laos and released p hotograp hs, 
one of which clearly showed the 
destroy ed and damged tank s. 
The Air Force said American 
warp lanes destroy ed 15 tank s 
and damaged 14 more between 
March 3 and 8 in two areas of 
sou thern 
Laos—Sep one 
and 
Chav ane. 
Two of the tank s destroy ed 
were Sov iet-bu ilt T54-55s, the 
most p owerfu l North Vietnam 
has. 
“ It was the first time that the

serv ed this far sou th in Laos,”

Sou rces had said earlier that 
the sighting of large nu mbers 
of tank s indicated North Viet­ 
nam’s ap p arent intent “to esca­ 
late the game.”

The babies that died “were

to live,”

"Their

were too immature to carry on 
the vital necessity of respira­ 
tion.” 
Damore said the mother was 
in good condition and resting 
comfortably . 
“It’s been a very emotionally 
try ing 
experience

y ears,” he said. “I don’t know 
whether y ou could consider this 
a happy ending.”
